A table stood at one side, a 
row of finajas (water jars) opposite, a 
heap of squashes and watermelons at 
one end anda big pile of corn at the 
other. A few benches and chairs were 
present, and some skins laid here and 
there upon the firm adobe floor. A 
little sparrow and cunning cotton-tail 
bad the freedom of the apartment, and 
bopped here and there in perfect confi- 
dence. 

As soon a8 we were seated, the Gov- 
ernor rustied off to scare us up a meal.

After our long ride, the well-cooked 
beef and frijoles and bread were very 
welcome indeed.

TO SEK THE TOWN.

and out at regular intervals, and at 
each coruer tie the ribbon into « pretty 
bow, or knot, with drooping ends. 
This makes a very neat and wasteful 
cover for a small stand or table. 
Pretty table-covers are also made of 
strips of Turkish toweling of brown 
or any other color that may suit the 
taste trimmed with different colors 
ef worsted braid, put on at regular 
distances apart, fastened down on the

For the ingenious boy who would 
like to give mamma a gift of his own 
manufacture, | came across the fol- 
lowing description of a tustic vase, 
some time ago, which I gathered up 
with my other clippings and now 
bring out, hoping may be of use.
